do reſiſt, the trueth doeth ſeeme to appaule and decay 
againe, yea,and to returne to the former contulion. 
For it we will iudge the matter truely, no force hath 
' ſo much withſtand the inlarging ofthe Goſpel,no not 
\ the deceits and inchantments of the idolc of Rome, not 
the crucltic of Princes againſt the locke of Cyr1sr, 
not the troubleſome motions of breeders of Sets, as. 
this onely raſh contention hath done hurt, Which brin- 
geth to the minds of godly men ſorrow,to the enemies 
cauſe to reioyce, and to the weake and ynlearned , of- 
fence and falling. And ſurely there is no doubt, bur 
that our owne wickedneſle hath bene the originall of 
this ſo great an cuil,as it hath bene of many other : For 
' wee not regarding, or rather contemning rhe light of- 
fered vs, are1uſtly thought vaworthy of ſo great a be- 
nefit, Whuch thing alſo 1s the cauſe, that albeit many 
; learned & good men vnderſtand what profit it ſhould 
befor the Chriſtian common wealth ſpeedily to paci- 
fie rhis quarrell, and to cnde the contentions, few not- 
withſtanding doe carneſtly traucile abour this matter ; 
And if any haucattempred 1t,it ſcemeth to fall out as 
valuckily taken in hand to the contrary part. Formy 
part, when I ſaw no end could be made of ſtrife, nor a- 
ny hope1n any one of better ſequele, I thought beſt to 
committhe matter to G 0Þ by prayer,and with filence 
to looke for helpe in ſ{caſon at his hands, Yetin this 
meane ſpaceI thoughtit my part,not tonegle a mat-

| his quickening and diuinitie, How changeable is this 
ſpeach? ſometime one and the ſelfe bread 1s one and 
ſelte body,another time it is the firſt fruits ofthe bread} 
to come : otherwhule fleſh : at another time ſpirit: Ar 
laſt, aboutthe end he ſaith, For albeit ſome named the 
bread and wine patternes of Chriſts body and blood, 
as that holy man Baſil ; yer afterthe ſanQifying they 
called it not ſo, but before the ſacrifice was ſarthed. 
Bur in that which1is commonly called the liturgte of 
Baſil, itis plaine otherwiſe, and thereſt of the Fathers | 
do oftentimes the like. And Damaſcenus himſelfe ſhut- 
tcth vp his oration with this concluſion: And they be 
called the patterns of things to come, not becauſe they 
be not verely the bodic and blood of Chriſt , but be- 
cauſe now by them we be made partakers of the diut- 
nitic of Chriſt, and then ſhall be by vnderſtanding, by 
{ighronely. Whar ſhall we do with this man, who a lit- 
tle before denied that they were called patrerncs after 
, ſanQtification, and now he himſelte doeth plainely call 
them patternes after ſanftification? what maner incon- 
ſtancicis this? This is not a teaching of myſteries, ut 
in ſaying ſomewhile one thing, and another while an- 
other, 1t is to wrap all things in blind darkeneſle, Tru-| 
ly I thinke in my mind, that Damaſcenus knew not how} 
to determine this matter certainely, but did heape to- 
gether haſtily and confuſedly thoſe things which hee 
had read, and which were written wiſely of the olde 
Fathers, and when hee could not winde himſelte our, | 
hee floteth to and fro, and as the Grecians terme it, 
##-4 that is to ſay, wafteth with his wings. For 
that hee was perſwaded that there ſhould be a carnall 
(as they rerme1t) tranſubſtannation, that is nor likely, 
ſince that the very Greeke Church vnro this preſent, 
day hath not admitted thar opinion, And indeede no 
H 4 marucile,, 
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marucile,if in this myſteric he ſaw theleſle, orhad no | 
ſound opinion, it thoſe things be true which be repor- 
ted of him in his life, that after hee was made a Monke 
hee fondly became a baskerſeller in the marker place, | 
that he fained foolith miracles, that he was a ſuperſtitt- | 
'OUs worſhipper of Images, bad a moſt carneſt main- | 
'taincr ofthe ſame. | 
The authorine of them of old time ought to bee of | 
'\more credit with vs, whoſe wdgcment commended to 
vs With learning and vnfained godlinefle, i is of much_ 
\morc weight : vvno for the vnderſtanding of this ſo | 
great a myltery,cxclude all ſence of the fleſh,and cal vs 
backe to a ſpirituall maner of vaderſtanding, Wherc- , 
forc w 1tcly and learnedly doth Bertram, which Was no 
long ume after, ſecmeto haue obſcrucd this diſtinti-. 
'on 1n the ancicnt Fathers, and agrecable alſo to the . 
ſcriptures, and tro hauc ſer foorth 11 a worke of his, 
though not long, yer clearely and trucly, what oug zhe | 
ro be thought of this controucrſie : and if wee earher 
thercouta EC places fit for our purpole, 1t ſhall not be 
amiſle; for heis neither a very new Autor, ſccing hee | 
liucd about ſeucn hundreth yeeres paſt, and beſt; de. he | 
was nolefſe famous for his life then for his lcarning. | 
With many arguments hee proucth rhis propoſition, 
Thar the fleſh of Chriſt taken of the Vargine, and thar | 
whichis taken 1n the ſacrament, difter one from ano- 
ther. For he writcth 1n this maner, expounding theſe | 
Wwordes ot Ambroſe: That 1s the vadoubredly true fleſh 
of Chrilt, that was cructhed, that was burted. There- | 
forc1t 1s vercly a ſacrament al that fleſh. The Lorde: 
e Tefus himfclfe crycth, The x my body. How diligently, | 
ſaith Bertram, hovyv wiſcly is this diſtinQtion made ? Of! 
the flcth of Chriſt vvhich was crucifhed , which was 
buried, thatis, by the vvhuch Chult yyas both cru- 
cihed, 
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cified and buried , he ſaith, Tris his very fleſh indeed : 
bur of that which 1s recemed in the ſacrament, he ſaith, 
Iris therefore verily the ſacrament of that fleſh : ma- 
king adiſtintion berweene the ſacrament of his fleſh, 
and the trueth of his flcth, in that he ſaid, Thar in the 
trueth of his fleſh which he tooke of the Virgine, he 
Was both crucified and buried, and therefore ſaid thar 
the myſteric that is now minaſtred in the Church , is 
verily a ſacrament of that fleſh whercin he was cruci- 
fied : manifeſtly inſtruing the faichfull, that that fleſh 
in which Chriſt was crucified and buried , is not a my- 
ſteric, bur the truceth of nature. But this fleſh which 
now contcineth in a myſterie the {imilitude of that o- 
ther, 1s not fleſh in forme, but in Sacramenr : ſo that in 
forme it15-bread, 1n ſacrament the true body of Chriſt, 

as the Lord Iesvs himſelte crieth , This i my boay. 

Whoſe minde that we may the betrer vnderſtand,it 1s 

to be marked (the which we did alſo note before ) thar 
as he meaneth rhe body of Chriſt two maner of wayes, 

ſo doth he alledge alſo two maner of rruethes of the 
ſame, namely the one tructh properly , which heter- 
meth the trueth in forme, and the trueth of nature, 
which he doth attribute to the fleſh that was crucified 
and buricd ; the other a ſpirituall tructh, which he ter- 
merh the true body in the ſacrament. 
The ſame man repcating the ſaying of Ambroſe, The 
food then is nor corporall bur ſpirituall , faith : Thou 
mayeſt not therefore bring the ſenſe of the fleſh: for ac- 
cording to that, there i5 nothing here determined. Ir 
isindecd the body of Chriſt, but not corporall, but{pi- 
rituall : It 1s the blood of Chriſt, but not corporal, but 
ſpirituall. Thereis nothing therefore to be vnderſtood 
corporally , but ſpiritually, Ir is the body of Chriſt, 


but not corporally : and jt is the blood of Chriſt , bur 
I not

not corporally, Note when he ſaith, Not corporally, 
he meancth not properly corporally , ( tor by the ſpiri- 
ruall cating alſo 1a the ſacrament we are corporally an- 
nexed with Chrilt, as Cyrillus and Hilarizs doc witnes, ) 
but myſtically, not properly. The ſame man ſaith of 
the ſame Ambroſe a little after : He hath taught vs ver y 
lainely, how we ought to vnderſtand the myſterie of 
the Body and Blood of Chriſt. For after he had ſaid 
that our F athers did cate ſpiritual tood,and drinke {p1- 
rituall drinke , when as for all chat there 1s no man that ; 
doubterh, but the Manna which they did cate, and the 


hay ater which they did drinke , were corporall he ap- 
 plicth 1t to tae myſteric which now is miniſtredin the 
| Church , defining, after what ſort 1t 1s the body of 
Chriſt. For in that he ſaith, The body of Gad is a ſpirt- 
ruall body, Chriſt vadoubredly 15 God, and that body | 
vvihich he oke of the Vicgine Mary, which ſuffered, | 
which was buricd, which role againe, was vadoubred- | 
ly atruc body, the ſame that continued viſible , and | 
able to be felt : but that body which 1s called he my-| 
ſteric of God , 1s not corporal bur ſpirituall, Bur it ir 
be {pirituall, then is ir nor vitible , nor able to be felt : 
and therefore 8. Ambroſe addeth , aying; The body of 
| Chriſt 1s the body of a divine Spirit. But 2 diuinc hpi 
rit 15 nothing that 1s corporall, nothing that 1s corrup- 
\tible,norhing able to be felt. Bur this body which is ſo- 
lemnizedin the Church, as rouching the viſible forme, 
is both corruptible and to be felt. Soone after alſo he 
|concludeth vpon the words of Ambroſe,n this wiſe: By 
the authoritic of this great learned man, We be well 
[raught , that there 1s a great difference berwcenethe 
body whercin Chriſt ſuffered, and the blood which he 
ſhed hanging vpon the Crofle out of his fide, and rhis 
body which in the mylterie of Chrittes paſsion is daily 
| ſolem- 
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ſolemnized of the faichfull , and that blood alſo which 
is recciued in the mouth of the faithfull,1s a myſterie of 
that blood wherwith the whole world was redeemed. 
Hee confirmeth thar alſo by the authoritie of Hierom, 
and after rechearſall of this place , The blood and fleſh 
of Chriſt is vnderſtood rwo maner of wayes ; either 
that ſpirituall, 8c, thus he concludeth : With no ſmall 
difference hath this dotour made a diſtinQtion of the | 
body and blood of Chriſt. For in that he faith , that 
the fleſh or blood which are daily recetued of the fairh- 
full are ſpirituall , and yer that the fleſh that was cruci- 
fied, and the blood which was ſhed with the ſouldiers 
ſpeare,arenor ſaid to be ſpirituall nor diuine; he doeth 
manifeſtly ſignifie , that they differ as much one from 
another, as do ſpirituall things and corporall, viſible 
and inviſible, dine and humane, and that thoſe things 
which differ from rhemſelues, arc not all one. But the 
ſpiricuall fleſh which is receiued in the mouth of the 
fairhfull , and the ſpirituall blood which is daily giuen 
to the fairhfull to drinke , doe differ from the fleſh rhar 
Was crucified , and from the blood that was ſhed with 
the ſouldiers ſpeare, as the authoritic of this man doth 
witneſſe, Therefore they be nor all one : Forthar fleſh 
which was crucified , was made of the fleſh of the Vir- 

o1n, framed rogether of bones and ſinevves, and ſeue- 
red with the features of the members ofa man, quick- 
ned with the ſpirit, ofa reafonable ſoule, indued with 
reaſon into alife proper to it ſelfe, and motions agree- 
ableto the ſame. But on the other f1de, the ſpirituall 
fleſh which feedeth ſpiritually, rhe pcople that doe be- 
lene, after the formic that ir bearerh' outwardly, is 
made of the graines of corne, by the handes ofthe 
workeman , framed rozether of no linewes and bones, 


ſcucred with no vartietic of members , quickened ww 'ith 
T3 "no 
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no reaſonable ſubſtance , nor can exerciſe any proper 
motions, For ehackbencs gtuceh the ſubſtance of lite, | 
it is of a ſpiricuall force, and of an inuiſfible working, 
and ofa diuine power. Againe , of the wordes of 4#«- 
 exfine he concluderh in this maner : By authoritic of 
this dottour intreating of the Lords wordes of the ſa- 
| crament of his body & blood we be manifeſtly taugat, 
that thoſe wordes ofthe Lord be to be e vnderſtood' ſp1-| 
ritually, and not carnally , as hee himſelfe ſayerh, The 
words which I ſpeake to you, bee ſbirit and life, Namely the 
words of cating his fleſh and drinking his blood : for 
'he {pake itvpon that occaſion, whereat his diſciples 
'wetc > offended. Therefore thar they ſhould not bee 
 offended,thc heauenly Maſter calleth them back from 
the fleſh to the Spiric,and from a corporall fight to in-! 
utfible vnderſtanding. Wee ſec therefore the food of 
the Lords body , and the drinke of his blood, are after! 
a ſort his very body,and his very blood ,namely 1 in that 
tacy bc Spirit and life, Hee addeth againe after the 
[matter prouecd : Therctore we ce, that cherc is a great 
difference betweene the myſterie of he body & blood 
| of Chriſt which is now recc1ued of the Cir fat in the 
| Congregation, and thatbady which was borne of the 
Virgin Mary, Which ſuffered, which was buried, which 
roſe: againe , which afcontled i into heauen , which fit- 
teth at the rizht hand of the Father. For "oa that 15 
miniſtred in the Way + to be taken ſpiritually : For 
Faith belceucth that which it ſeeth not, and ſpiritually 
feedeth che ſoule , and doth reloyce he heart , and g1- 
ucth cucrlaſting life , and incorruption , While that i FE 
not minded which feedeth the body, Which 1s cruſhed 
With teeth, which 1s broken in pieces , but that which 
|Þy faith 15 ſpiritually recciued. But that body where-: 
in "Chriſt ſuffered and role againe , is us owne proper

Bertram writeth many things to this $5 bur let

cd and imbraced, for tvyo reſpetts : Firſt, becauſe hee 
ſticketh to the authoritic and reſtimonic not onely of 
roſe fathers of whom he hath repearcd a few,bur Uo 
[many moe, I might fay of all themoſt auncient : Se- 
condarily , becaule that where the credit of the man 
was ſo much that he was prouoked to \write by a moſt 
famous Prince, and hus writing publiſhed abroad, and 
tn fight of all men, he was praiſed of many, reprehen- 
dedofnone, ornoted of any one {p9t of crronious do- 
Arine, whereby it came to pallc that before theſe new 


= and naturall tranſubſtantiation makers ſprung 
, the doctrine of Bertram touching the Sacrament, 


= allovved by the 1udgement of cuery man thar was 
beſt learned : Albcit this terme of tranſubſtantiation 
being indecd new & nor neceſſarie, yet perhaps mighc 
haue ſome place , as the word Tranſ- tation. if 
they hadnot brought in another change of the ſub- 
Rances then a ſacramenrall, and that which che aunci- 
ent fathers did vnderſtand , which 1s brought co paſſe] 
the former ſubſtance remayning ſtill.

crament. Heaffrmeth the true body of Chriſt ro bee 

one, which is organicall, and hath difference of mem- 

bers, Which alſo hee denyeth to bee in the Sacrament; 

and that to be another, which 1s in the Sacrament, and 

wanteth varictic of members: which thing if he meant 
of the ſpirituall body as the old wricers did ſpcake , he 
1udged right; burtit hee meant to ſtgnihe any maſle of 
flcſh without forme , it is a great abſurditic, and con- 
traric tothe opinion of all the old writers, 

Lombarans alſo Author of the ſentences, concerning | 
the veric and proper flcſh of Chriſt /þ 3. Sentent. Diſt. 3. | 
ſaith thus : Chriſts leſh that was taken, 1s neither hea- 
uenly, nor of the aire, nor of any other nature then of 
ſuch as all mens fleſh 1s. Since therefore the manner 
and nature of the fleſh of Chriſt 15 common with the 
fleſh of other men, as Lombarans ſaith, and ſuch fleſh as 
Aquinas athrmeth commeth not into the Sacrament; it 
followcrh by their reſtimonie, that theſe two kindes of 
ficſh differ much. And that this may the better ap- 
peare, and bee laide yp in memorie, I thought it not 
withour profit to adde, of ſuch things as we haue ſpo- 
ken of before,accrtaine diſtin tion which the Greckes 
call #277 by compariſon,

'havenort hitherto ſo tully cxpretlcd this pornt, as the | 
weightines of the matter requireth, Ve haue thought | 
| good from hence-forvvard to intreate of ris part | 
| morcfullic; Namely , in vvhat ſort this Sacrament is | 
the Lords bodie , and whereforc our Lord humſclte at | 
| the firſt, as the Enangeliſts make mention, attervyard 
Paul the Apoſtle, laſtly all they of old tume, following

indeauour our ſelues to doe, not departing from the 
footſteps of the very ſame Farkews: Euen as there be 
Wo parts, whereof the ſacrament doth conſiſt, rhar is; 
the outward {1gne, and inward vertue : fo 15 that ſpiri- 
tuall ſenſe which 1s here required , taken of both theſe 
parts. The carnall vnderſtanding doth follow the ler- 
tcr, as Aicodemus when he had heard, YValeſſe a man bee 
"ip azaine of water and the ſpirit, ec. hee asketh this 
queſtion : How can aman be borne againe? Can he returne 
againe into his mothers wombe ? The ſpirituall man de- 
parteth from rheletrer,and fo are we borne againe in 
Bapriſme. An1 the waſhing 1s of two ſorts : Ourward 
and 1nWard; carnall and foiritual: the one according to 
rhcletrer,and 15 made by nee: the other doth ſhunne 
the letter, and 15s performed 1 in ſpirit. Either of them 1s 
{aid to be truely done, but after a diuers mancr. The 
firſt maner of ſpeaking t5 proper, the other figuratiue; 
and the figure hath otherwhile relation to the out- 
Ward faukende , otherwhile to the vertue inwardly 
hid. Iris figurartiuely ſpoken, Alſfleſh is eraſe, For the 
withering oraſſe hath a certaine fimilirude of a man 
that ſoone periſherh. Beware of the leauen of the Phariſes. 
This is taken of the proper ſtrength of leauen , which 
ſpreadcth the taſte therof tnorowout the wholelumpe; 
very like whereunto 15 the intetion of 1ll dotrine. 
Now in this ſacrament the Fathers of old time haue

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trueth when he ſaid, Behold the Lambe of God, The Lord 
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noted tyvo things, for either of the which it may well 

be called and accompted the body of Chriſt, bur eſpe- 
| cially when ic comprehendeth them both, For 
'both becauſe the Bread is a figure of the truc bo- 
dy, it is iuftly called his body , and much more be- 
cauſe it hath thelinely force of the ſame toyned there-

And that the figure of any thing hath by good reaſon 
the name ofthe ſame, and 1s called the thang it ſelte, 
1ndeed Eſay ſheweth where he faich , The people bee we+ 
rily hay, and He verily hath borne our iniquities.

'militude 1s the people called hay, and the Lord vpon 
the Croſſe had in him a ftmilicude of a finnefull man, |

Hercupon Augu#tin to Boniface in his 2 3,Epiltle ſairh: 
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For thus wee ſpeake oftentimes : As when Eaſter is ar 
hand,we ſay, The Lords paſsion thal be to morrow,or 
the next day,where hee ſuffered ſo many yeeres agoe, 
and that paſsion hath neuer becn done but once, Like- 
Wiſe vpon the very Eaſter day wee ſay, To day the 
Lord roſe againe, when {ince hee roſe againe ſo many 
yecres are paſt. VVhy is none ſo fooliſh to reproue vs, 
and ſay we lic in ſo ſaying, But becauſe wee yſe to call 
theſe dayes according to the {imilitude of them in 
which theſe thinges were done? So that it is called the 
ſame day which is not the ſame , but by courſe of time 
1s like ynto 1t, andit is ſaid to be done that day for the 
[miniſtring ofthe Sacrament, which was not done that 
day but long agoc, Vas not Chriſt once offered in 
himſelfe? yer 1n the Sacrament, not onely in all the ſo- 
lemnirics of Eaſter , but cuery day hee is offered to the 
people. Againe he licth not, that being asked the que- 
ſtion,dothanſwere that he 1s oftcred : tor if the Sacra- 
ments ſhould not hauc a ccrtaine likeneſſe of thoſe 
things whercof they be Sacraments,they ſhould be no 
Sacraments at all : and of chis likenes alſo many times 
they rake the names of the things themſelues. Euen as 
therfore after a certaine manner , the Sacrament of the 
bodic of Chriſt is the bodice of Chriſt, and the Sacra- 
ment of the blood of Chriſt is the blood of Chriſt : ſo 
alſo the Sacrament of faith is faith . By this place of 
Anguitin, and many other both of his & other farhers, 
we ſecthatthe figures and {imulitudes of things bec of- 
ten called by the name of the thinges themſclues , and!

Vherctorc 1t 1s the more to be maruclled 
what commeth into their mindes, that cannot abide to

And againe, Euen as 
12 the perſon of Chriſt hamanitic was ſcene, and diui- 
nitic hid : ſo into the vittble ſacraments, viiſpeakeably 
doth the diuine ſubſtance powre it ſelfe. Againe, Theſe 
Words be ſpirit and lite, neicher doth the carnall ſenſe 
pearcc the vndcrſtanding of ſo greata depth, vnleſſe 
faith be added.

he might call vs away from corporall1magining of his 
preſence,and might aftervvard learne that the grace,or 
ſpirituall povver which he termeth the heauenly mear 
comming from abouc, and ſpirituall food , and afhr- 
meth that it is ſpiricually diſtributed, 1s called the fleſh

And although 
this Author doe vſcin ſome places deuout Hyperbol;- 
call ſpecches diſputing of this ſacrament , which thin o 
he harh alſo done here, when hee affirmeth that Chrilt 
is {ct before vs, not only to be ſcene, but alſo to be rou- 
ched : yer an indifferent reader may cafily perceiue by 
this place and ſome other , what was his right opinion 
ofthis matter.

You es 
almoſt the very words which Emiſſenrs and Chry/offcwmae 
vicd, as we rehcarſed before, The diſtribution of the 
heauenly food , the vertuc of the heauenly meate re- 
cciued, and chat ſo we become his fleſh, What other 
thing 1s this, thenthat wee be toyned with his fleſh by 
grace and vertuce? For how can we otherwiſe be charn- 
ned into his fleſh? 

To this tendeth alſo rhe ſaying of Hilary there 
broughtin among other : For the viſible quantitie 1s 
not to be eſteemed in this myſteric, but the vertue of 
the ſpirituall ſacrament. Morcouer Theophyladtus, 
which 15 counted as 1t Were a certaine follower and in- 
tcrpreter of Chry/oſtome, doth atfirme this moſt plaine- 
ly, as we haue abouc morefully ſet footth : out of the 
which I will repcate a fey thinges here ; the reſt, Rea- 
dcr, thou maiſtthy ſelfe take out of him. For boch he 
taketh vtterly away carnal imaginations,and affirmerh 
that the words of this myſteric arc ſpiritually to be vn- 
derſtood , as thoſe which hauc no things carnall , bur 
bring cuerlaſting life : and he ſheweth the manner and 
Way how to vnderſtand cthemwriting in this Wife, And 
how (faith he) 15 nor fleſh ſeene? of man , this 15 done 
for our infirmitie: for inſomuch as the brad and Wine 
be of thoſe things which we be acquainted withall, we 
abhorre them not : bur if we ſhould ſce blood and flcſh

that cauſe be called ſacraments , becauſe vader the co- 
ucr of corporall things , the diuine power doth worke

which inwardly they inui{tbly worke? Of this alſo they 
be called ſacraments, becauſe vnder the couer of corpo- 
rall chings , the divine power doth more ſecretly mini- 
ſter the ſaluation of thoſe that receine them faithfully. 
By all theſ: things which haue hitherto bene ſpoken ir 
| hath bene made maniteſt , that the body and blood of 
| Chriſt which in the Church be receiued by the mouth 
' of the faithtull , bee figures , according to their viſible 
| forme; bur according to their inuifible ſubſtance, thar 
| is,the power of the heauenly Word, they verily be the 
| body and blood of Chriſt. Whercupon,according to 
the vilible creature they feed the body , bur according 


'ro the vertuc of their better ſubſtance , they both feed} 


and fanttifhe the minds of the faithfull. Theſe bee Bey+ 
trams words. 

| Hitherto haue wedeclared, what hath bene the opi- 
nion of the old true diuincs of the Supper of the Lord, 
alwell Grecians as Latines , cuen vnto Bertrams time, 
who1n the yeere after Chriſts birth 849. was a famous 
'man both in life & learning, noted by no man of Here- 
fie,nor found fault with as hauing 1] written, but great- 
ly praiſed by the 11dgement of learned and good men, 

Wherefore that lon, called Abb Trithemrus, doubtcd 
[not to reckon him in the roule of dinine & famous wri- 
ters,and to praiſe him by this his teſtimony that folow- 
'eth : Bertraman Elder and Monke very expert in holy 
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Greek it1s called w;ie becauſe it hath a ſecret &hid d1- 
ſpenſation. And after he adderh of his own this ſaying: 
VW hat be we taught therby, but that the body & blood 
of the Lord be tor that cauſe called Myſteries, becauſe 
they haue a ſecret and hid diſpenſation , that1s,they be 
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' of wit, eloquent of ſpeech , no lefle famous in life then) 
learning , writmany notable little treatiſes , whercofa 
few haue come to my knowledge. He writ one booke 
'of Predeſtinarion,a comendable worke: To Charles the, 
king,brother to Lotharius cheEmperor,of the body and, 
blood of the Lord,another booke. Theſe things haue [ 
the more willingly rehearſed, ro this intent, to reprouc 
that railing boldnes of rongue thar ſome man hath v- 
ſcd, who in a book newly ſer forth of this controuerſic, ; 
when he had nothing wherewith he could anſ\ver Ber-' 
tram, thought it ſufficient to deſpiſe this fo famous a 
man,& to note him With the name of an heretike, Bey- 
tram, ſaith he, or what other ſocucr was author of that! 
| worke ſer forth in his name, was a crafty and an impu-: 
dent Hecetike, O ſhameles face and mcetto bebridled 1 
Zarnard alſo which liucd 300.ycere after Bertram, doth 
rcie&t all carnall vnderſtanding 1n the wordes of the 
Lords Supper, and acknowledgeth onely a ſpigtuall; 
whoſe words,taken out of his Sermon 1a the day of the 
Lords Supper, I hauc here added : A ſacrament is cal- 
ledaholy figne, or holy ſecret. Many things certainly 
be done only for themſclues: ſome other allo for other | 
things betokened: and rhey be called ſignes, and be fo, 
As for example of vſual matters , a ring is gen abſo- 
luccly for a ring, & there 1s no {1gnification : Tris o1uen 
ro {ct a man in polleſ(s1on of any eſtate of inheritance, 
and it is a token : ſo that now he that receiucth it, may 
fay,thcring is of {malvalue, bur ir is the inheritance that 
I ſceke. Aﬀer this ſort therefore our Lord draiin g 
neere his Paſs10n, was careful to ſer his diſciples in poſ- 
ſe(sion of his grace,that his inuifible grace might be gj- 
uen by ſome viſible f1gne, To this intent hee ordaincd 
the ſacraments. To this end ts the partaking of the ſa- 


crament ofThankeſgiuing, The ſamc man of S. Martin: 
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| Without faile euen vnto this day 1s the ſame fleſh pi- 
| nen vs,but ſpiritually, not carnally: neither haue we to 
inde faulr 8 there 1s denied to this our time ,the a 

| pcaring Which was ſhewed to the Fathers of the olde 
| Teſtament, or that preſence of his fleſh which was de- 
clared ro the Apolitles : For certainely, neither of both 
| can be prooued to be wanting tothoſe that conſider it 
fairhfully.For the true ſubſtance of his fleſh is alſo now 
preſent with vs no doubt, but in a ſacrament, and there 
* reuclations , but yer1n ſpirit and povver : ſo thatno 
part of grace can be prooued to be wanting in the time 
of grace that now is. In cocluſion,neither the eye hath 
ſeene,nor the eare hath heard,ncither haue they aſcen- 
dedinto the heart ofman , which God hath prepared 
forthem that loue him. Notwithſtanding,he hath re- 
[ueiled them vnto vs by his Spirit. Neither maruecile 
thou,that he gaue carnal apparances vnto them Which 
looked for his carnall comming : for it 1s neceſlary thar 
we hauc the grace ſo much more of force , 8& the reue-

{more excellent that we looke for, Ir cannot be hid by 
theſe things that we haue ſpoken, what was Bernard 0- 
pinion of the preſence of the fleſh in the Lords Supper. 
Firſt, folowing the old writers, he appointerh two parts 
'of the ſacrament : the outward ſigne , and theinvvard 
matter, Which hedefincth to be inuifible grace. Againe,' 
the fleſh is giuen to vs, bur ſpiritually, not carnally. Fi- 
nally, that the very ſubſlance of his fleſh 1s preſent, bur 
yerasitis fir for the time of grace, 1n grace, ſpurirand 
povver. As forthat other Sermon of the Supper ofthe 
Lord, ſince it is not reckoned among Bernards owne 
Works, albcit it be not contrary to theſe things thatwe 
hauc now ſpoken, (if ſo be the author be thought to a- 
grec With himſelfe)yer ſince ir is counted another mans

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'worke,& to hank a falſe ww 2g -4imes not to take place 
11a controuerlic of {o greara matter. Theretorc in this 
third part of this worke I meant to ſhew, & I chinke I 
haue ſo done; how Chriſt our Lord ought to be belce- 
ued to be preſent in the adminiltracion ot his holy Sup- 
| per,according ro common &agrecable interpretarions 
of the ancient Fathers, : :Firſt T raught, char a ſpiritual 
[vnderſtanding ofcaring the fleth o: Chriſt was required 
by them, and all carnal imagination aboliſh2d, Then, 
that it was no ſpiritual maner ot vnderitading,ifa man 
folow the letter, and proper ſtgnthcaa5n of the words, 
ſuch as they fained which brou 2ar 10 Tranſubſcantia- 
tion, or doc appoint a grollc preſence of Acih wich the 
bread, bur that all ſuch imaginations be carnall and hu- 
mane, & not ſpiritual. Laſtly, whar thoſe Fathers dee- 
med ſpiritual vaderſtanding , namely that the body of 
Chriſt in the ſacrament of Y hankeſgimng, 1s glucn tO 
the _— by grace and cfteftual povver,1ta a certaine 
holy figt | 
| But __ a doubt riſeth. If we belecuc that the orace| 
and verrue of his truc body bee 1oyned With the bread 
and wine, wee hall (ceme to attribute roo much to the 
Elements, & therot ſhould come a double euil: tor fo it: 
ſhall come to palle , that the worſh1pping of the facra- 
ment will follow,8 the perill of idolatrie; ; & cull] men}, 
when they recetuerthe ſacrament ſhould alſo catc his 
bo1y,8 be partakers of his grace. But that cannot be, 
He that eatethme (faich Chril t) he ſhall line for m and hee!

The 
ſame man 1n Sear. Proſpert:But wein the forme of bread 
and wine Which wee ſee, doc honour inuiſible things, 
namely fleſh and blood, Likewiſe Enfſebires Emiſſenn:: 
When thou goelſt vp to the holy Altarto bee fed with 
the ſpirituall tood , behold 1n thy faith the holy bodic 
and blood of thy God, honour 1t, eſteeme tt greatly, 
And Chry/oftome 1 Cor. 10. Homilia 24: For T w iT ſhew 
thce that on earth , Which 15 worthy of greateſt honor. 
For cucn as 1n Kings allaccs , not the walles , nor the 
goulden rooic, bur = body of a King > ſirting in his 
throne,1s the excellemeRt ofal: ſos alſo in heaucn, the 
body of the king , which 1s now ſet before thee to bee 
- ra 1n carth : I ſhw thee neither Angels, nor Arch- 
angcls,nor the hic heauens , but the Lord of all them. 
Ambroſe vpon the r.Cor.r1. The ſacrament of thankeſ(- 
g1110g 1s a fpiricuall medicine, which being taſted with 
reuerence doth purit:> a denourt mind. And by and by 
heteacheth, that we mult come with a denout minde, 
and with feare to the holy Communton,rthar the mind 
mav know , that 1: oweth a reuerence to him w hoſe] 
body it clinerh ro reccti12,Theodorit alſo dial. For nci-| 
ther dothe myltical f1gncs after the ſandificatth deyart 
from their proper Narurez forchey remaine in ther for- 
mer ſubſtance, ſhape & fathion, and mav b-both ſeone! 
and rouched cuen as b-fore + bur rhe thinos which they! 
b> male, b>vnderſtond, and b-l-cucd, 2: wor ſhine, 
as i{they were the ſelf things which they be belecur 1. 
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* By this and other places, it is cafe to perceine, with| 
what honor, & with what reuercce the ancient fathers 
came to the holy Communion. Neyther is it any mar- 
uell, fincc they belecued thar they recctued in that 
bread, the true nature , and vertue of our Lords truc 
g body,and were farre oft trom idolatrie , being 1nſtru- 
| &cd and diligently taughr,nor to Worſhip the outward 
. ſizne, but the inward vertue, Which thing Auguſtin 
A AvruZ.ds |declareth by theſe wordes , De dottrina Chriſtiana lib. 3. + 
{ d:&.chri5t. | cap.g9. For he ſeructh ynder a figne , Which worketh or 
6-3-5" |rcuerenceth any thing that ſignifierh, not knowing 
what it ſignifieth : but he that either worketh or reue-| 
renceth a profitable {1gne ordaincd of God, whoſe! 
j force and fignification he vaderſtandeth, doth not ho-! 
Hi nor this that is ſcene and paſleth away, bur rather that 
| whereunto all ſuch things be referred. And ſfoone aft- 
'tcr: Bur in this time , after that by the reſurreftion of 
; 'our Lord Icſus Chriſt the moſt manifeſt indgement of 
1} | ourlibertic appcared,We haue nor bene laden with the 
wcightic operation of thoſe ſignes which we now vn- 
'derſtand : but the Lord himſelfe, & the doQrine of the 
Apoſtles hath deliuered vnro vs a few in ſteed of ma- 
nic,and thoſe veric caſie to be done, & moſt pure to be 
kept; namely the ſacrament of Baptiſme, and the cele- 
bration of che body & blood of our Lord , which cuc- 
'r1e man When he recciueth, betng inſtruCted, he know- 
ech whereto they be applied, ſo that he doth reuerence 
'them not with a carnal ſcruitude, but rather with a {p1- 
rituall liberty. Here wee ſee with whar learning the | 
Chriſtian men in time paſt were ſeaſoned , before they 
ſhould come to the vſe of the ſacraments; and how, al- 
 beir they honored or worſhipped aſwell in Baptiſine as 
1n the celebration of the Supper , yet that was done 
'withour perill or offence. Perill , as here it 15 euident, 
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\when as they had no reſpe&t to that which is ſcene and 
doth decay,but to the vertue and ſignification therof: 
'Offence, becauſe they had a conſcience in time paſt , I 
Will not fay to receiue the ſacraments before Infidels, 


and ſuch as were ignorant of the myſteries , but nor ſo| 


[much as to talke of ſo ſecret matters before them. Of 
ithe which thing there be many teſtimonies : but wee 
'wil fog this time be content with this one, taken our of 
ithe 2.D1al. of Theodoritzs. For Orthodox , being asked 
how hebefore the conſecration called that which was 
offered by the Prieſt, anſwered , Ve mult not ſpeake 
frankely : for it 1 likely rhat there be ſome here pre- 
ſcnt which be not inſtrufted in the myſteries of Chriſt, 
Eran. Anſwere mee therefore ſoftlie. By this place 
itis cuident, how Warily, and ſoberly they in time paſt 
ſpake of the myſteries, And this is worth che labour ro! 
note, Tharthe ancicnt writers, when they ſpake of] 
the ſacraments, did vic diuers termes of honoring, re- 
uercncing,or worſhipping: By the which notwithſtan- 
ding cithec they meant to ſignifie ſome other honour 
and reuerence meet for holy matters, then that which 
is comanded of God when he faith , Thou ſhalt worſhip 
the Lord thy God, ana him onely ſhalt thou ſerae. So that 
worſhipping may be defined to bee of two forts : the 
one, Wherewith we worſhip God himſelfe: The other, 
Wherewith we worſhip the preſcribed ſignes & diume 
myſteries, according to that ſaying, Werſhip yee his foot- 
/toole : which thing moſt men vnderſtand co be ſpoken 
of the arke of coucnant : other interpret it to be of the 
humaniic of Chriſt, Or admit that there1s one man- 
ner of worſhipping in both places , wee might ſay,that 
the fleſh of Chriſt 1s to be worſhipped, though it bee a 
creature, for the dwinitic 10yned therewith that the 
arke of coucnant was to be worſhipped , for the pre-

ſence of the divine maicſtic , which God himſlelte pro- 
miſcd ſhould be there preſent. Atrer che which ſort al- 
ſo we may Worſhip the ſacrament of Thankeſ-giuing 
for the vnſpeakgable and iauiible grace of Chrilt 10y- 
ned therewith , as An2uſtin ſauch , not honouring that 
which is ſeene and paſleth away, but that which 1s be- 
lecucd and vnderſtood. This alſo 1s worthy to be mar- 
ked, thatthe worſhip 1n old time , was not done by the 
idle lookers on, but by them which did recctue the my- 
ſtcries, and were made partakers of their grace. For he 
that worſhippeth & receiueth , to him 1t1s the body of 
Chriſt; nor ro hun that worthippcth & reccuueth nor. 
For to this intent was that meat ordained, that wee 
worſhipping ſhould carc,and no: that wee ſhould wor- 
ſhip it when others care. Thus 1nuch b2e ſaid concer- 
ning the worſhipping. Butin that it 15 denied that euill | 
' men can cate the body of Chriſt , which thang ſhould | 
neceſſarily be done, if the ſpirituall vertus & grace be | 
| 1oyned With the breadzir may be anſwered, That there 
is a diſtinion to be vſed. For if we hauc ecard to the 
very nature of the ſacrament,the diuine povver can by 
no mcancs be abſent trom the ſ1gne,in that it 1s a ſacra- 
ment, & ſerueth to thar vſc: bur it we regard the man- 
ncrs & inclination of the recetuer , it 15 not hife & grace 
to him, vvhich othervviſe of the ovvne nature 1s both, 
becauſe the vvickednefle of euill men cannot be parta- 
ker of {o great a goodnefle , & ſuffereth ir not to bring 
forth fruir but contrar1wile to them 1s 1t death & dam- 
nation. For cuen as diuers kinds of meats bee of their

 oWne nature wholeſome, bur if they be pur into dilca- 


ſed bodies, they increaſe the emill, and oftentimos ſhoc- 
ren their time, not through their nature, butthrough 
the faulr of the rece1uer : ſo alſo commeth it to paſſe in 


the ſacrament , vyhoſe proper vertue 1s alyvaycs pre- 
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ſent till it hath performed the office thereof, alchough 
an cuil man when herecctueth-it,cannot be partaker of 
ſo great goodneſle,nor percciue any fruit thereof, 
Cyprian de Cena Domini confirmeth the very ſame, 
The ſacraments truely, ſaith he,as much as in them is, 
cannot be without their proper vertue, neither by any 
mcanes doth the diuine Maicſtic abſent it ſelfe from 
the myſteries. Bur albcit the ſacraments permit them- 
ſclues to be reccined or touched of ynworthy perſons; 
yet for all that they cannot be partakers of the Spirit, 
whoſe infidelitie or vaworthines doth reſiſt to ſo great 
an holincfſe. And therefore theſe gifts ro ſome be a ſa- 
uour of life tolife , and ro ſome a ſauour of death vnto 
death : For it is altogerher right, thatthe deſpiſers of 
grace be depriuecd of ſo great a benchir, that the puritie 
of ſo great grace ſhould haue no dwelling in the vn- 
worthy. Auzuitin againſt rhe letters of Pet/iane lib.2 ca. 
47. Theretore gemember that the maners of ill men do 
nothing hurt the ſacraments of God, to make that ei- 
ther they be not ſacraments at all, or be lefſe holy : bur 
the hurt is to the ill men themſelues , that they ſhould 
haue them for a teſtimony of damnation , and not for a 
helpe to faluation. The ſame man in his fift booke of 
Baptiſme Contra Donatiſlzs cap. 8. For euen as Judas to| 


himſelfe,not by recetuing chatwhich was cuil, but by ill 
recetuing itz So cuery man that recetueth vaworthily 
the ſacrament ofthe Lord , maketh it not euill becauſe 
he1s cuill, or that he receiue nothing, becauſe he recet- 
ueth it not to his ſaluation. Forit was the body of the 
Lord, & the blood of the Lord alſo ro chem, to whom 
the Apoſtle ſaid, He that eatethwunwerthily,cateth & arin: 
keth his owne iudgement. The ſame man contre Creſcen. 
lib.r.cap.25, Albcit the Lord himſeltc ſay,Ynleſſe a man 
| eaje 
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whom the Lord gaue aſop,made place for the deuil in my " Bapt. | 


Idem contra 
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cate my fleſh, and drinke my blood, he foall haze no life in him, 
doth not the ſame Apoſtle teach, that rhis becommerh 
deſtruction torhem that vie itill2 Forhe ſaith, He that 
eateth the bread, and drinketh of the cup of the Lordvnwor- 
thily,ts guilty of the body and blood of the Lord. Benold, how 
diuine and holy myſteries do hurt thoſe that vſe rhem| 
ill, Why not Baptiſme1n like maner ? By theſe & ma-/ 
ny other places 1t 1s cuident, that the ſacrament of 
| Thankeſgiuing , almuch as pecraineth to the nature of 
the ſacrament , 1s verily the body and blood of Chriſt, 
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and is verily a diuime and holy thing, albeit it be recei- 
ucd of the ynvvorthy : where notwirhſtanding they bo 
[not made partakers of the grace, & holines thereof, bur 
| they draw thercout death and damnation. For neither 
doth fo orcat a go0dnes remaine 1n chem, or enter into 
| them,to the intent to remaine, but to condemane them, 
| Netther doeth the touching of the Lords body any 
| more profit them, then it did the ewes that crucified 
| Chriſt,to touch his body that was hallowed,8: alwaics 
19dued with his grace. Wherefore let this be certaine, 
that the ſacraments, as long as they be ſacraments,doe 
\retaine their vertue,neither can they be ſeparared from 
ir. For they alwayes conſiſt of ther parts, heauenly and 
carthly, vifible and inuifible, inward & outvvard, whe- 
ther good men or cuill, worthy or vnvvorthy receiue 
'them. And alſo that change of ſignes and paſſage of 
' elements into the tnvvard ſubſtance, which wee often 
'findin the old wrirers,can by no meanes ſtand, if we (e- 
parate the vertuc from the f1gae,orwould haue the ore 
'recetued apart from the other, Bur this 1s ſo to b2 vn-- 
 derſtood, as long as the ſtgne ſeruerh to that vie, and 13 
applicd to that end for the which it was ordained, ac- 
cording to Gods word. Forit weapply it to other vices, 
and abuſe 1: contrary to Chriits 13ſltution; either it 15 
| n0 
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ment. Therefore they commut no light offence,which 
do not direCt the fignes of bread and wine to that end 
Which Chriſt ordained them for, but do conſecrat them 


withſtanding doe thruſt them to the ſimple people in 
ſtead of ſacraments. For although they be miniſtred or- 
derly , and according to their layvfull vie; yer when 
that vie and doing of their proper office doerh ceaſe, 
they retaineno longer neither rhe name , nor vertue of 
ſacraments, which thin gthe old cuſtome of the church 
docth proue. For when the Communion was ended, 
men did cat their common ſupper , and ſpent together 
inthe Church thoſe thin gs that remained ofthe ſacra- 
ments , as Hierom doth witnefle vpon the 1.Cor.cap.2 7. 
And partly thoſe things that remained vnſpent, vyere 
ſtreightway caſt in the fire, as Heſpchins teacherh 77 Le- 
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no ſacrament at all,or elſe it ceaſeth from being a facra- |. 


for a pompe, farre off from Gods word , and yernot-|

wit.lib.2. cap.s. whereof neither was lawtullto be done, 
vnleſſe they had ceaſed to be ſacraments, Wherefore, 
ncither is that doubt of them that recetue it vnvvorthi-

{cr forth, but that neuerthclefle remaineth ſafe, and vn- 
hurt, and worthily to be imbraced of men deſirous of 
tructh and concord. Firſt, becauſe the dignine 8 due 
honour of the ſacraments is not hurt, bur remaineth | 
Whole and vablemiſhed, whileſt we confeſſe both the 
tructh ofhis body , and the nature and ſubſtance of the 
ſame,to be recciued of the faithfull rogether with out- 
ward ſignes, which thing che ancient Fathers do teſtifie 
to be done. Againe ifwe recctue that diſtinQtion Which| 
the ſame Fathers diligently obſcrued , bervvccne that 
proper aſſlumpt body of the Lord;or that he tooke vp-| 
on him, and this figuratine body, or ſacrament of his 
body, therc is no offence committed againſt the rule of

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our faith, which by no meanes 15 to be wronged, ſince 
[that we attribute to either body their due. For we ſay, 
chat his proper and afſumpr body is in a place, and li- 
mitted Within the ſpace ofa place, for the maner of his 
rruc body, as Auguſtine ſaith : As the true maner of hu- 
[mane naturercquireth, and che true belecuing fathers 
{againſt Marcion, Eutyches,and othcr heretikes do ſtoutly 
atfirme; Which thing they that deny,and appoint that 
body to be cucry where, doc by that meancs deny the 
'truc nature of his body, and fall into the ctrors and he- 
refies of them. And yet there is no ler, but the trueth of 
his myſticall body , becauſe 1c is a ſpirituall and diuine 
| matter,isas largely ſpread & preſent,as the celebratio! 
'of the ſacrament 1s ſpread,according to the opinton o 
[the ſame true beleeuming Fathers, Furthermore, no ab 
ſurditics follow this doftrine, as very many docinſu 
both chat grolle Tranſubſtantiation, 8& alſo that carnal, 
coupling with the bread ; namely,that miſe, beaſts,de(- 
perate men doe gnaw, chew, or {wallow that prectous 
body of the Lord which was taken of the Virgine 
\Whercas it is lawfull for no man to cat of that body,no 
not fora godly man,as Hzerom witneſſeth. Beſide,rhi 
isno doubtfull doftrine , nor hard to be percetued, bu 
 open,and very clcare, as farre as the nature of the my 
ſeries do permirc. Andalbeitthis controuecrlie doth © 
therwiſe ſeeme to many,intricate,and like a maze; thi 
expoſition is caſtc , no darkenes in it, no wordes of the 
Scriptures, nor teſtimony of the Fathers be againſt ir, 
'butall they do agree & friendly accord. Adde hereun+ 
to,that this maner ofhandling this matter,is old, &con4 
ſtantly deliuered to vs fro the ancient Fathers, not new 
ſprung, norat this time firſt inuented , as the matter ir 
ſelfe declarerh;8 therefore it maketh them morefriend 
ly co obraine the peace and tranquility of rhe Church, 
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ſince that all men may vnderſtand thatitis no new opi- 
nion, made out of our owne heads, bur the ancienr 
opinion ofthe true beleemng Fathers called co memory] 
againe : eſpecially ſince it1s of ſuch ſort as can iuſtly of- 


There be ſome that tak& 1n ll patr , thar the ſacramenr 
of Thankeſgiuing 1s called a figne or figure, as though 
it were a bare {ſigne or vaine Gr, Here they heare 
that it is not only aſfigne, bur the thing ut ſelfe,not one- 
ly a figure , bur alſo the trueth. - Not being contented 
herewith,they vrgethe Fathers,they requireche nature 
ofhis body in the ſacrament. Here alſo they do hearc, 
thatthe preſence of his nature 1s taught, and that ther 
is a nacurall patticipation, Yet they goe'turther , and; 
command vs to confeſle a ſubſtance of his body. They 
ſcealſo rhar the ſubſtance 1s by vs affirmed to be pre- 
ſenc, and that our communion With Chriſt naturally 
and (if I may ſo fay ) ſubſtantially, is here ſer our : bur 
yetthar theſe rermes ought to bee vaderſtood,, not as 
Philoſophers, butas Dwuines vſe to ſpeake. Neither; 
would wee ſtriue ſo much abour that terme of Tran-- 
ſubſtanciation , albcir it be barbarous 8 nothing neceſ: 
ſary, if ſo be they would interpret itto be ſuch a change) 
of ſubſtance as the ancient Fathers acknowledgcd,thar! 
is to ſay,a ſacramentall alteration; ſuch alſo as is made 
in a creature that is regenerat by Bapuſme , which is 
made anew man,and anew creature; and ſuch alſo as' 
is made when wee be turned into the flcth of Chriſt, 
which examples the ancient Fathers ved. We do not 
ſo much eſchew the termes themſclues,although there! 
isalſo re{pe&ro be had of them but we require the ſ1g-| 
nificatid ofthem, which the Fathers chemſelues raughr 
and carneſtly demaund; And onely that exons that 15] 
to ſay,the deuouring of fleſh, which by no meanes they!

fcnd no part, but moue & exhotrt all men to be contenr.,, 
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allow, but condemneas fooliſh and wicked, wereie, | 


as farre off from the Scriptures , and farrefrom the in- 
tcrpretation of the Fathers,and finally direQly ſtruung 
with the truc faith : and we tndpe,that a ſpiritual mea- 
ning is neceſſary in the cating of this fleſh, follovving 
therein Chriſt himſelfe the Aurftor, and the conſent of 
the beſt allowed interpreters that we haue. Surely itis| 
a marucilous mattcr to ſee, hovy 1n other controuerſics

\Cons more curious then neceflary : and in this diſpu-| 
tation of Sacraments we admit no difference, we allow 
no cquiuocation,although both the nature of the thing | 
requireth ir,and the authoritie of the old writers doe as |
